REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed January 27, 2009, has been received and reviewed.

Claims 1-3, 9-15, 17-32, 51, and 52 stand rejected, and claims 34-38 and 40-49 are allowed. 
Each of claims 1-3, 9-33, 39, and 50-54 have been canceled herein. Applicant believes the 
present Application is now in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant would like to thank the Examiner for pointing out allowable subject 
matter in claims 34-38 and 40-49. Applicant has canceled claims 1-3, 9-33, 39, and 50-54 herein 
and, as such, believes the Application is in condition for allowance. 

Rejections based on 35 U.S.C. § 101 

Claims 1-3, 9-15, 17-32, 51, and 52 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. While no admission is made that the rejected claims are 
actually directed to non-statutory subject matter, the Applicant has chosen to cancel claims 1-3, 
9-15, 17-32, 51, and 52 to further the prosecution of the Application and expedite its allowance. 

Each of claims 1-3, 9-15, 17-32, 51, and 52 is been canceled herein. As such, the 
rejection of claims 1-3, 9-15, 17-32, 51, and 52 is rendered moot. Accordingly, withdrawal of 
the 35 U.S.C. § 101 rejection of claims 1-3, 9-15, 17-32, 51, and 52 is respectfully requested.
